Improvements approved ston, on Chap 
Coffee County BOE proceeds with capital fund projects

The Coffee County Board of 
Education studied specifications 
provided for three different cap- 
ital funds projects last Thursday 
evening, April 3, and later voted 


to proceed with the projects. 
Kinston, New Brockton and 
Zion Chapel will benefit from 
the projects as the wiring will be 
upgraded at Kinston, air condi; 
tioning will be added to the 
auditorium at New Brockton

and the office area will be 
moved to the front of the build- 
ing at Zion Chapel Elementary. 
Also at Zion Chapel, the library 
will be enclosed with shelving 
added. 

“Even though we ure facing 
tough times ahead, I feel all 
these are projects that we should 
proceed with,” superintendent 
Dr. Linda Ingram said. 

Attending the Thursday 
evening meeting was architect 
Bill Wallace, and he provided 
specifications for the board 
members to look at for each job. 

At Zion Chapel, Wallace also 
recommended going ahead and 
adding-a canopy to the front of 
the building to provide shelter 
for the students in times of rain. 
He said this whole project 
should cost a projected $65,000. 

Wallace said the the air condi- 
tioning project at New Brockton 
should cost about $100,000, and 
the Kinston wiring job should 
be approximately $70,000. 

When asked about the age of 
the existing wiring at Kinston, 
the best answer anyone could 
give was, “it is long overdue.” 

Wallace said the specifica- 
tions for the three projects have 
been submitted to the building 
commission for approval; theres 
fore, he said with the board of 
education's approval, bids could 
be sent out for the projects, He 


also recommended bidding the 
three projects as one package 
which he said will save the 
school system money in the 
long run, 

Upon the recommendation of 
Ingram, the board voted and 
approved a motion to proceed 
with letting the bids for the pro}- 
ects combined in one package, 

Tom Moates addressed. the 
board concerning textbook rec- 
ommendations, and he said the 
books up for renewal include 
career technical books, 

“Career technical education is 
still important,” Moates said. 
“In fact, | think it's more impor- 
tant than the state places on it.” 

He said career technical 

courses include; agriscience, 
business education, family and 
career science and carpentry, 
With a change in curriculum, he 
said it is going to require pur- 
chasing books for the upcoming 
year. 
*\Moates said the textbook 
committee was made-up. of all 
the career technical teachers 
within the school system, and 
after careful review, they pro- 
vided a list of desired books for 
the bourd to consider,

adopting every book on the state 
list to allow the teachers to keep

Last year “60 minutes” 
ranked Covington County num- 
ber |, inthe nation, for the pro- 
duction of erystal methampheta- 
mine. “20/20" ranked Coffee 
and Geneva Counties 2nd. We 
also still have alcohol, cocaine, 
heroine, Marijuana, prescription 
sirigs, and an array of other 
bathtub chemistry mixes like 
eestasy and GHB, At this time it 
would not be risky to say that 
every family in this Tri-County 
area has been touched by this 
problem that is beyond epidemic 
proportions 

Probably the most popular 
right now is crystal methamphet- 
amine,also_known_as,.crystal, 
crank, speed, It is a chemical 
with stimulant properties similar 
to adrenaline and dopamine 
These natural brain messenger 
chemicals called endorphins 
which produce positive respons- 
es to various drives and needs of 
the body 

When crystal methampheta- 
mine comes in it short circhits 
the survival mechanism, 
Because the brain can’t tell the 
difference between the drug and 
the natural endorphins, they 
bypass the natural nerve cells 
and cause the artificial release of 
the positive messenger chemi- 
cals. The subconscious learns 
through immediate association 
that the drug gives almost instant 
pleasure, and it remembers that 
first initial “high” and actually 
forces the user to try to recapture 
it. The user never does get as big 
a “high” as he or she once did. 
causing them to abuse larger and 
more frequent doses of the drug. 
More confidence is placed in the 
drug while other survival needs 
and feelings are ignored and 
bypassed. The result is a lack of 
concern for and confidence in 
other areas of life. 

People who use crystal 
methamphetamine may have; 
headaches, blurred vision, dilat- 
ed pupils, tremors, dizziness, 
loss of appetite, sweating, they 
may become talkative, restless, 
paranoid, aggressive even hos- 
tile, they may display repetitive 
behavior or physical “tics”, and 
hallucinations. They are more 
prone. to illness, hyperventila- 
tion, high blood |pressure, heart 
piilpitations, \ stfokes,: “heart 
attacks, and early onset of 
Parkinson disease and 
Alzheimer’s. Some develop 
amphetamine psychosis, a men- 
tal disorder similar to paranoid 
schizophrenia, and may display, 
irrational acts, drug induced self 
centeredness, experience distor- 
tions of perception and reality, 
and have delusions that other 
people are persecuting them. In 
fact after a while a heavy 
methamphetamine user will 
actually resent people, places 
and activities that don’t fit: in 
with methamphetamine use. 

Some symptoms disappear 
after a few days of not using, but 
many last for several weeks and 
some are permanent, 
Withdrawal is a terrible time 
both mentally and physically. 
During this time normal survival 
needs don’t register in the 
brain's reward center because 
the messenger chemicals have 


Smallpox immunizations 
temporarily discontinued 
by Dept. of Public Health 


The Alabama Department of 
Public Health has temporarily dis- 
continued administering smallpox 
immunizations until educational 
materials can be updated for 
prospective recipients of the vac- 
cine. 

New information includes the 
risk factor of heart disease as a 
contraindication for immuniza- 
tion. CDC has asked those diag- 
nosed with heart disease not to be 
vaccinated against smallpox until 
it can be determined whether there 
is a causal link, 

When the new material has 
been distributed, local health 
departments will resume vaceinat- 
ing public health response team 
members and hospital health care 
teams. 

The Alabama Department of 
Public Health is in contact with the 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention regarding individuals 
for whom vaccination would not 
be appropriate, 

A total of 425 persons in 
Alabama received smallpox vacci- 
nations between Feb, 18 and 
March 24 at health department 
clinic sites and hospitals.

Proposals denied included a’ request to 
allow chiropractors to perform physicals for high school athletes, a 
request to allow schools to use two officials in high school basket- 
ball, and a request to change the region competition schedule for 6A 
schools.

A community choir enter- 
tained the crowd with a patriotic 
medley, “The Star Spangled 
Banner,” several hymns, and, of 
course, the choir led everyone in 


singing “Happy Birthday” to 
Elba along with “God Bless 
America.” 

Former Coffee County Probate 
Judge Marion Brunson, who is 
recognized as one of the county's 
top historians, reminded those in 
attendance of some of Elba’s 
most remembered events includ- 
ing how Elba came to be, as well 
as, the floods it has withstood 
through the years. He also 
revealed a tidbit of information 
most in attendance did not real- 
ize in that the record books indi- 
cated the incorporation date for 
the City of Elba being April 13, 
1853 (exactly 150 years to the 
date of the sesquicentennial cele- 
bration kickoff). 

Brunson also spoke of two 
other sesquicentennial celebra- 
tions taking place in Elba this 
year, 

The Elba United Methodist
